crash victim 


HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to a popular young 
man who was killed in a 
motorcycle accident. 

Christie Joe Couzens, 22, was 
riding a yellow Triumph 
Daytona motorbike when it 
was involved in a collision 
with a car. 

The tragic accident hap¬ 
pened along Branch Bank in 
Prickwillow at about 5.50pm 
on Saturday and Christie, of 
Parsons Lane, Littleport, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Hundreds of tributes have 
been paid to Christie, a former 
Ely College student, on social 
networking site Facebook 
since his death. 

Christie’s sister, Tara 
Couzens, wrote: “I look on 
your wall and see all the kind 
messages that people have 
wrote yet I still can’t get it into 
my head. 

“Keep thinking that it’s not 
happened and I’m gonna see 
your cheeky grin and big 
puppy dog eyes appear. I just 
don’t understand why such a 
young fun loving person has 
been taken. 

“I guess it’s something I have 
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to come to terms with. I’m soo 
glad to have spent 21 amazing 
years with you, although 
you’re gone all the happy 
memories I have will still live 
on in my heart and a piece of 
you will always be with me. 

“So until we meet again (sure 
we will) I just want you to 
know that I love you and will 
always love you big bro. Sleep 
tight my amazing brother. 
Love always your little sister. 
Gone but never forgotten 
xxxxxxxx.” 

Heidi Peacock wrote: “I will 
miss you every second in a 
minute, minutes in an hour, 
days in a week and weeks in a 
year... But i know you will be 
watching over the whole fam¬ 
ily smiling with the famous 
cheesy grin .... love you xxx.” 

Dozens of bunches of flowers 
have also been laid at the spot 
where the accident happened. 

Lucretia O’Neill posted on 
Facebook: “Just put some 
flowers down for you buddy, 
it’s one of the hardest things 
I’ve done. But it’s showed me 


just how loved by many you 
were.” 

The car involved in the acci¬ 
dent was a white Volkswagen 
estate. Its driver, a 40-year-old 
woman from Burwell, suffered 
serious injuries in the colli¬ 
sion and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by air 
ambulance. 

Her passenger, a 41-year-old 
woman from Burwell, suffered 
minor injuries. 

Emergency services were ini¬ 
tially called to reports of a car 
fire but it transpired that they 
were facing a road traffic colli¬ 
sion. 

Christie was pronounced 
dead at the scene. Both women 
in the car had to be freed from 
the vehicle by firefighters. 

Police are now urging any¬ 
one who witnessed the colli¬ 
sion or who has any informa¬ 
tion to contact them. 

Insp David Hailing, investi¬ 
gating, said: “I would appeal 
to anyone who witnessed the 
collision or who saw either 
vehicle prior to it to call police. 
Anyone with any information 
should call the road policing 
unit on 101.”

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Man airlifted 
to hospital 
after car 
crash on A10 

A MAN was airlifted to 
hospital after the car he 
was travelling in crashed 
head-on into a tree. 

The motorist suffered a 
broken leg, among other 
injuries, and was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, by 
air ambulance. 

The single-vehicle 
collision happened on 
the A10 Littleport 
Bypass, at its junction 
with the A1101, at around 
1.45pm on Tuesday. 

Emergency services, 
including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, 
attended and the man 
had to be freed from the 
vehicle by firefighters 
using specialist cutting 
equipment. Crews also 
released a second man 
from the car. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said the 
second man was treated 
at the scene for “minor 
head injuries”. 

She added: “Traffic 
controls remained in 
place for more than two 
hours while the scene 
was cleared and the two 
men treated for their 
injuries.” 

Anyone who witnessed 
the accident should call 
police on 101. 


Scale model 
set to grow 

A TALENTED craftsman or woman 
is being sought to build scale 
models of some of Ely’s monastic 
buildings. 

Staff at Ely Cathedral have a 
scale model of the cathedral 
which they allow youngsters to 
take apart and re-build during its 
half-term and summer holiday 
activities. 

Only this week dozens of 
children enjoyed doing just that 
as part of a programme of half- 
term activities at the cathedral. 

And in fact, 11-year-old Isaac 
Stares set a new record by 
completing the wooden model in 
a speedy 5 minutes and 12 
seconds.

Local MPs 
differ over 
vote on gay 
marriage 

MPs in the Ely area have 
a mixed view when it 
comes to gay marriage. 

South East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Jim Paice voted 
against allowing gay 
marriage in England and 
Wales in the House of 
Commons last week. 

But North East 
Cambridgeshire MP 
Steve Barclay was among 
those who voted for. 

In the end, the House of 
Commons voted to allow 
gay marriage, despite 161 
MPs opposing the gov¬ 
ernment’s plans. 

Several Tory MPs spoke 
against the proposals, 
which have caused ten¬ 
sions in the party, but the 
Labour and Lib Dem 
leaderships backed 
them. 

The Marriage (Same 
Sex Couples) Bill now 
goes before the House of 
Lords. 

David Cameron hopes 
it will become law soon, 
with the first ceremonies 
taking place by next 
summer. 

The bill, if passed, will 
allow same-sex couples, 
who can currently hold 
civil ceremonies, to 
marry.

Planning policy was 
ignored - store boss 


BUSINESSMAN Jonathan James 
has accused East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council bosses of 
“ignoring” planning policies 
after proposals to build a new 
supermarket in Soham were 
approved. 

Mr James, who owns the town’s 
Budgens store, says he has “sig¬ 
nificant concerns” following the 
decision to grant planning per¬ 
mission for the 41,000sq ft super¬ 
market in The Shade. 

As previously reported, the 
council’s planning committee 
voted unanimously to approve 
the plans, subject to conditions, 
after hearing they had attracted 
665 comments in support and 51 
letters of objection. 

Numerous residents also spoke 
at the meeting and pleaded for 
them to give the scheme the go- 
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ahead, insisting that the majori¬ 
ty of Soham residents currently 
have to travel out of town to do 
their shopping. 

Mr James was hoping the plans 
would be rejected so that he 
could sell his store to one of two 
large supermarket chains which 
he said were interested in the 
site. 

He could not say which firms 
they were but said they were 
between Tesco, Asda, Sains- 
bury’s and Morrisons. 

Speaking to Convenience Store, 
a specialist trade magazine, Mr

James said: “We have to acknowl¬ 
edge the decision but I have sig¬ 
nificant concerns over planning 
policies being ignored and the 
fact that despite having a Retail 
Impact Assessment from an 
independent expert warning of 
the impact on the town centre, 
the members still approved it.” 

But planning committee chair¬ 
man Philip Read said: “Members 
of the committee listened to all 
the arguments which were put 
forward before they debated the 
application. 

“We also read the officer’s 
report very carefully to help with 
our discussions. 

“In the end, the committee 
decided that the benefits for 
Soham of approving the super¬ 
market outweighed the argu¬ 
ments to refuse the application.”

Appeal over carport is dismissed 

A MAN who built a carport at his home without 
seeking planning permission could now be 
forced to knock it down. 

Denzil Hatley built the free-standing carport 
at his home in Alexander Chase, Ely, and had 
to apply to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for retrospective planning permission 
after being reported by neighbours. 

That application was refused by the council 
and Mr Hatley then lodged an appeal against 
that decision with the Secretary of State. His 
appeal has now been dismissed and it is likely 
that Mr Hatley will now have to remove the 
carport. 

Fire interrupted train services 

TRAINS had to be stopped temporarily after a 
fire broke out close to a railway track. 

Firefighters were called to some grassland 
off Prickwillow Road, Queen Adelaide, at 
around 1.10pm on Sunday and arrived to find 
an area of embankment approximately 10m 
from the railway track well alight. 

Trains were stopped temporarily to allow 
crews to gain access and extinguish the 
flames. The cause of the blaze is not known. 

Buildings could be demolished 

A COTTAGE and outbuildings in Soham could 
be bulldozed to make way for new homes. 

Miss V Bridges wants the cottage and 
outbuildings at 31 Mereside, to be demolished 
and for two three-bedroom, semi-detached 
houses, complete with parking and access, to 
be built on the land. 

Plans have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and a decision 
is expected within eight weeks.

Supermarket chains 
deny plan for garage 


RUMOURS are rife that a former car 
dealership in Ely is to be transformed 
into a “mini supermarket”. 

Residents say the former Vauxhall 
garage in St Mary’s Street has been 
bought by a “large supermarket chain” 
and that it is going to be turned into a 
small food store. 

They say it is either Tesco or Sainsbury’s 
which has taken over the premises, 
although both supermarket giants insist 
they have not. 

Local firm Barker Storey Matthews, 
which has handled the sale of the build¬ 
ing, is also refusing to confirm who its 
new lease has been signed by. 

But John Peterson, of Cambridge Road, 
Ely, said: “I heard that Sainsbury’s has 
bought the former Vauxhall dealership 
and that it is going to be turned into a 
mini store, obviously much smaller than 
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their one in Lisle Lane. 

“But I’ve since heard that it’s Tesco and 
that it’s going to be a Tesco Express. 
Obviously things get twisted as they get 
passed through the rumour mill but 
there’s usually an element of truth in 
rumours like these. 

“It’s in the city centre, it’s close to peo¬ 
ple’s homes and existing businesses and 
we all deserve to know what’s happen¬ 
ing.” 

Lesley Raines, of St Mary’s Street, said: 
“When are we going to find out which 
large supermarket chain has taken over 
the old car garage in St Mary’s Street? I’m 
told one of the big boys has bought it and 
that it’s going to be a mini supermarket. 

“I’ve been doing some digging but I 


can’t get anything confirmed but as 
someone who lives very close to the site 
I’d like to know. 

“I can assure you that if the rumours 
are true there will be uproar as St Mary’s 
Street cannot take any more traffic, let 
alone the traffic that a mini supermarket 
would bring.” 

It was announced earlier this month 
that the lease of the premises, which 
have stood empty since it was closed by 
car firm Marshall last year, had been 
signed but the company says it cannot 
yet say who had signed them. 

A spokesman for Tesco said the 
rumours are “untrue” and Sainsbury’s 
regional acquisitions manager, Paul 
Sellers, said: “Sainsbury’s already has an 
existing supermarket in Ely and has no 
intention of opening a convenience store 
within the town centre at this time.”

‘Residents must 
be urged to walk’ 


A PLAN being drawn up in a bid 
to reduce obesity levels has come 
under fire - as it does not encour¬ 
age people to walk or cycle to 
activities instead of driving. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is putting together a new 
four-year ‘Sport, Health and 
Physical Activity Strategy’ with 
the aim of reducing obesity in the 
district and encouraging people 
to get fitter. 

But the blueprint, which is still 
in the consultation phase, has 
been criticised by the City of Ely 
Council as they say it does not 
encourage residents to walk or 
cycle to any of the activities 
included in the plan. 

District Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the council’s com¬ 
munity and environment com¬ 
mittee, the committee responsi¬ 
ble for keeping a tabs on the pro¬ 
gress of the strategy, said the city 
council’s feedback will be lis¬ 
tened to. 

But one city councillor, who did 
not want to be named, said: “It’s 
quite laughable really. 

“The health and fitness strategy 
they’ve drawn up has some posi¬ 
tive ideas and there’s no denying 
we need to do more to encourage 
people to keep fit in the district. 
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“But to not encourage people to 
walk or cycle to any of the sport¬ 
ing activities they’re proposing is 
ridiculous. Surely that in itself 
would promote health and well¬ 
being? 

“The district council has a habit 
of forgetting that we should be 
encouraging people to walk and 
cycle to places as much as we 
possibly can. 

“It’s not only good for the resi¬ 
dents themselves but it’s also 
good for the district as the less 
cars we have on our roads the 
better.” 

The new plan will be rolled out 
towards the end of this year and 
will run until 2017. 

The district council says it will 
involve working with schools,

local businesses, leisure centre 
trusts and other organisations to 
help inspire people to take up 
activities which will help people 
to live healthier lives. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “Over the last 
few months, we have been busy 
consulting with local organisa¬ 
tions about the councils role in 
keeping people in East 
Cambridgeshire active and 
healthy as part of developing a 
new four-year strategy 

“We have received a wide varie¬ 
ty of comments and ideas to the 
council. 

“Our challenge is to use the 
council’s small budget to work in 
partnership with others, build 
and add value to sports, cycling 
and walking programmes 
already on offer. 

“We are introducing the plan to 
help people of all ages and skills 
to lead healthier lives. We are 
especially looking to engage with 
young people and local business¬ 
es who lives can be significantly 
improved if they are fit and well. 

“We will be discussing the new 
plan at committee in June and we 
hope to work with the City of Ely 
Council and others in the future 
to help our residents stay active 
and healthy”

Popular farmej 
dies, aged 78 
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A LEADING community figure 
and popular farmer in the Ely 
area has died aged 78. 

John Barcham Stevens, born 
Sydney John Harry Barcham 
Stevens, died suddenly on 
Wednesday last week after a short 
period of illness. 

John’s death has left his family, 
friends, colleagues and people 
across the Ely area devastated. 

John was born on October 5, 
1934 at Paradise Farm in Ely, and 
was the first child of well-known 
farmers Percy and Joan Stevens. 
By the age of seven he could yoke 
and lead the Shire Horses for col¬ 
lecting the shocks of corn. 

John went to Ely High School 
Kindergarten before moving 
onto the King’s School, after 
which he boarded at the Leys 
School in Cambridge. 

His school holidays were spent 
teasing his two younger sisters 
and helping on the farm, espe¬ 
cially at harvest time. 

At the age of 18, John was called 
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for National Service and spent 
most of it in Germany. He loved 
skiing and was chosen to repre¬ 
sent the British Army in the 
cross-country skiing champion¬ 
ships there. 

When he was discharged from 
the army, John went to Harper 
Adam’s Agricultural College 
before returning to Ely where he 
moved into Barcham Farm and 
started his working life, which 
included growing Lakeland run¬ 
ner beans and later rearing poul¬ 
try, including thousands of tur¬ 
keys each year. 

John married Raine Rodger 
Brown and in July 1961 his twin 
daughters, Kate and Emma, were 
born, followed two years later by 
his son, Simon. 

He then decided to take on a 
project away from agriculture, 
and became part owner of an old 
house in St Mary’s Street, Ely, 


converting it into a restaurant, 
which is now known as the Old 
Fire Engine House. 

It was 41 years ago that he mar¬ 
ried his wife, Diana, and their 
son Marcus was born two years 
later. John and Diana also started 
Barcham Trees, which he sold 
when he retired. 

John was a dedicated church¬ 
goer and loved Ely Cathedral. He 
could often be found wandering 
around it admiring its atmos¬ 
phere and he supplied the cathe¬ 
dral’s Christmas tree every year 
for more than 20 years. 

John was also extremely gener¬ 
ous and has held a helping hand 
out to many people over the 
years. 

John, whose old yellow Range 
Rover was a familiar sight around 
Ely, leaves his wife, Diana, four 
children, two step-children, 12 
grandchildren and one surviving 
sister. His funeral is being held at 
Ely Cathedral on Tuesday, June 
11 at 2.30pm.

For the council and 
planning office to have made 
such a walk part of a country 
park in the first place was a 
brillant idea, offering everyone a 
unique and subtle experience of 
an enduring connection 
between town and country. 

But the sight and sounds of a

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College 'needs 
improvements’ 


IMPROVEMENTS are 
needed at Soham Village 
College, Government 
inspectors have ruled. 

The college, which was 
recently been made an 
academy, has just had the 
results of its latest Ofsted 
inspection published, and 
assessors have concluded 
that improvements are 
required. 

Inspectors praised sever¬ 
al aspects of the school, 
including elements of 
teaching, the behaviour of 
students and certain areas 
of leadership. 

They particularly high¬ 
lighted the teaching of sci¬ 
ence and reading, and 
found the behaviour of 
students in lessons and 
around the school was 
good. 

But they ruled that too 
few lessons were good or 
outstanding, and that work 
in English was not always 
set at the right level. 

They praised the behav¬ 
iour of students, both in 
lessons and as they moved 
around school. 

Their report said: “This is 
because relationships

between teachers and stu¬ 
dents are good and the 
atmosphere is warm and 
friendly. 

“The ethos of the school 
is positive and the school 
provides an environment 
in which achieving highly 
is celebrated.” 

Inspectors also found 
that students were consid¬ 
erate towards adults and 
each other, adding that 
they were articulate and 
showed an impressive 
level of maturity. 

They said school leaders 
were effective in making 
partnerships with other 
organisations, and praised 
the provision made for stu¬ 
dents’ spiritual, moral, 
social and cultural

education. 

Governors were also 
praised for understanding 
the strengths and weak¬ 
nesses in the school. 

But they said that while 
governors knew the school 
and were highly commit¬ 
ted to its further improve¬ 
ment, their current 
approach had not been in 
place long enough to 
secure good progress. 

The college was urged to 
increase the proportion of 
good or outstanding les¬ 
sons, improve rates of pro¬ 
gress in English and 
strengthen leadership. 

Principal Dr Carin Taylor 
said an “action plan” is 
being drawn up to “ensure 
rapid progress” at the 
school. 

She said: “Work has 
already begun on an action 
plan to ensure that rapid 
progress is made to address 
issues raised by this 
inspection. 

“We are determined to 
learn from this, to build on 
our many strengths and to 
deliver an outstanding 
education for our stu¬ 
dents.”

A SCHEME which sees council 
staff benefitting from free 
health checks could be 
scrapped. 

Bosses at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council are being 
forced to review the authority’s 
‘Occupational Health Prog¬ 
ramme’ as the cost of the ser¬ 
vices provided by Cambridge 
Health at Work, which is part of 
the Addenbrooke’s NHS Trust, 
are set to increase by 2.7 per 
cent in 2013/14. 

The programme currently 
enables the council’s workforce 
to benefit from a variety of free 
health and wellbeing services, 
something which the council 
says ensures “staff absence due 
to ill-health is managed effec¬ 
tively”. 

lust some of the services staff 
enjoy include health screen¬ 
ings, such as mini medical 
checks and workstation assess¬ 
ments, pre-employment health 
checks, counselling, smoking 
cessation classes and Form Chi 
Kung breathing exercises. 

Staff also benefit from reduced 
admission rates at Ely’s Paradise 
Pool and free membership at 
the city’s Paradise Sports 
Centre. 

The smoking cessation classes 
are provided to the council for 
free by Camquit and the Form 
Chi Kung exercises are provid¬ 
ed for free by a member of staff 
during lunch breaks. 

With the cost of the pro¬ 
gramme to the council set to 
increase, the authority has now 
agreed to review the service. 

It is not sure what exactly will 
happen but it is proposed that 
the programme will still include 
the Form Chi Kung classes, the 
smoking cessation sessions, 
reduced admission at the 
Paradise Pool and a group 



membership at the Paradise 
Sports Centre for staff employed 
before October 31, 2003. 


lohn Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, pictured, said: ’’Like 
many organisations in the pub¬ 
lic and private sector, we have 
an Occupational Health pro¬ 
gramme to ensure staff absence 
due to ill-health is managed 
effectively and the council 
meets its legal obligations. 

“We try to be proactive by 
focusing on areas such as 
increasing staff participation in 
exercise and supporting those 
who want to stop smoking - 
these elements are provided at 
no cost to the tax payer or coun¬ 
cil. 

“In total, the council’s budget 
for occupational health is 
£3,263 a year. 

“In order to keep these costs 
within budget, members of the 
personnel and corporate ser¬ 
vices committee have agreed to 
review the service supplied by 
Cambridge Health at Work, who 
provide part of the Occupational 
Health Programme but are due 
to increase their fees next year.” 

The outcome of the review is 
expected to be decided later 
this year. 


Deli could open in Sutton 


PLANS to turn a former 
butcher’s shop into a food 
delicatessen have moved one 
step closer. 

Earlier this year local 
brothers Mark and Peter 
Petrou announced they had 
bought the former Hills, 
Harnwell and Rutterford 
butcher’s in High Street, 
Sutton. 

The premises have stood 
empty for some time and have 
been the subject of two failed 
planning applications by 
people who wanted to turn it 
into a takeaway - plans which 
proved contentious among 
locals. 

Since taking over the 


building, Mark and Peter, who 
have run several fish and chip 
shops in the area, have 
consulted with local residents 
and say that there was a 
demand for a delicatessen in 
the village which would sell 
local produce. 

They have now applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to change the use of 
the building into a deli, with 
facilities to cook and sell hot 
food.

TOUGH GUY: RAF pilot Will Hardesty, who completed the Greenland 
Icecap challenge in 35 days 


RAF pilot back home after 
tough Greenland challenge 


AN RAF pilot is finally enjoying his 
home comforts after successfully 
completing a gruelling expedition in 
sub-zero temperatures. 

Flight Lieutenant Will Hardesty, from 
Ely, was among a small group of men 
who battled 160kmh winds, one-and- 
a-half metres of snow and tempera¬ 
tures as low as -45 degrees to ski their 
way across the Greenland Icecap. 

The group expected the intrepid trek 
to take them 28 days to complete but 
the weather conditions were so horrif¬ 
ic it took them an extra week.

Will, 33, who is stationed at RAF 
Valley in Anglesey, Wales, said: “Don’t 
get me wrong, it was epic and I had an 
awesome adventure but it was pretty 
horrendous. 

“The expedition is one of the tough¬ 
est to take on but the weather condi¬ 
tions we had to experience made it 
pretty horrific at times. 

“The winds were up to 160kmh at 
times and would literally lift you off 


your feet and throw you to the ground. 
Some nights the temperature dropped 
to -45 degrees as well. 

“We just battled on through and I had 
to eat around 5,000 calories each day 
to make sure I had enough energy. I 
still managed to lose about two stone 
in weight though.” 

The intrepid challenge saw Will start¬ 
ing in the Fjords of Greenland’s west 
coast before travelling east towards 
their final destination, Isortoq, one of 
the world’s most remote Inuit villages. 
He had to ski each day for up to 10 


hours, dragging his kit in sleds weigh¬ 
ing almost 100kg. 

Will chose to take on the challenge 
not only to put his stamina to the test 
but to also raise money for Help for 
Heroes. 

He said: “As a serving RAF officer, I 
have experienced first-hand the amaz¬ 
ing support and work carried out by 
Help for Heroes.”

A PROJECT which uses dogs to help 
unemployed people get back on their 
career path is returning to Ely. 

The Take the Lead programme, led by 
the East Cambridgeshire based charity 
K9 Project was launched in Ely last year 
and due to its success it was rolled into 
Cambridge. 

Now Chris Kent, director of the K9 
Project, is bringing the programme to 
Ely for the second time and is looking 
for people who are out of work to take 
part. 

She said: “People are finding it more 
and more difficult to get work - it is 
really competitive out there. 

“Their lack of opportunities can be for 
a variety of reasons, such as not having 
the right skills, low confidence or lack of 
direction. 

“Take the Lead will help them. The 
previous programmes have helped peo¬ 
ple achieve great things and get on the 
next step to employment - whatever 
that has been for them. 

“We are very excited about the success 
of the previous programmes and we are 
looking forward to repeating the pro¬ 
gramme in Ely.” 

The scheme uses the charity’s own ex¬ 
shelter dogs to help boost people’s con¬ 
fidence and to break the ice.

Participants are also taught interview 
skills and CV writing in a bid to get them 
either into new work, training or volun¬ 
teering. 

Chris said: “My dogs are our secret 
weapon - brought in to break the ice, 
help them practice their communica¬ 
tion skills, increase their confidence 
and learn more about body language. 

“Not everyone on the course wants to 
work with animals, but they all love 
them.” 

The 12-week programme is funded by 
Job Centre and through grant funding, 
and is launching in Ely on June 5.

Bypass and cinema on 
council’s priority list

Priorities also include 
opening a cinema on land at 
Downham Road/AlO by 2015, 
agreeing proposals and a

project plan for the develop¬ 
ment of the Station Gateway 
in Ely by the end of March 
2014, agreeing a project plan 
with relevant partners to 
implement the Soham 
Eastern Gateway by the end 
of 2013 and introducing 
superfast broadband to the 
district by 2015. 

Cllr lames Palmer, district 
council leader, said: “For East 
Cambridgeshire to grow, 
develop and succeed we 
must put in place the build¬ 
ing blocks to all us all to pros¬ 
per. 

“This does not just mean a 
lot of major infrastructure 
development... we also need 
to help local people who are 
looking for jobs, require new 
homes and wish to become 
fit and healthy. 


“This is why we have devel¬ 
oped specific corporate pri¬ 
orities to act as a blueprint 
for our future growth - to 
help piece together how the 
district council can help East 
Cambridgeshire to prosper.” 

The priorities also include 
promoting Littleport as a 
place to live, work and play, 
reducing the number of fam¬ 
ilies with children in bed and 
breakfast and those in resi¬ 
dence for more than six 
weeks, delivering two new 
Community Land Trusts by 



the end of 2013, establishing 
a new restaurant operator in 
the Makings by the end of 
March 2014 and implement¬ 
ing recycling service changes 
as outlined in the council’s 
winning bid to Central 
Government. 

Cllr Palmer said: “It is 
important to realise that this 
is not just a wishlist - these 
are projects which can and 
should be delivered to bene¬ 
fit us all. 

“I am confident that by 
working together and having 
a plan which pulls together 
all the elements for success 
then East Cambridgeshire 
will continue to thrive in the 
years ahead.” 

The new corporate priori¬ 
ties will be reviewed 
throughout the year with 
reports on progress going to 
the relevant committees.

Litter on Paradise 
Field is a ‘risk’ 


Police say metal 
theft is falling 


Horses are focus 
of new project 


POLICE are vowing to 
crack down on the 
amount of litter being left 
at one of Ely’s open 
spaces. 

Rubbish on the city’s 
Paradise Field has been 
an issue for some time 
and police say the piles of 
litter are now becoming 
“unacceptable”. 

Local Sgt Will Davis says 
he and his officers are 
now “working closely” 
with bosses at the 
Paradise Centre to tackle 
the problems. 

He said: “The Safer 
Neighbourhood Team at 
Ely are working closely 
with the Paradise Centre 
to tackle the unacceptable 
amount of litter that is 
being left on the sports 
field. This is causing a 
nuisance and risk to its 
users. 

“We already have a plan 


in place where Police 
Community Support 
Officers will be in 
attendance of most 
sporting events held on 
the fields this summer. 

“However, we are still 
being informed of the 
fields being left with 
broken glass, dog mess 
and other discarded items 
posing a risk to the 
players who use them.” 

Sgt Davis is urging those 
leaving their litter behind 
to clean it up and for those 
dog owners who are not 
picking up their pets’ 
mess to do the same. 

He said: “We are 
appealing to the 
community of Ely to pick 
up their mess and to abide 
by the signs provided to 
not allow your dogs to 
mess where adults and 
children may come into 
contact with it.” 


METAL theft in East 
Cambridgeshire has reduced - 
and police say it is the result 
of an ‘intensive campaign’ to 
crack down on it. 

Cambridgeshire Police has 
released figures which show 
there were 2,311 metal theft 
crimes in 2011/12 compared 
to 810 during the year ending 
March 31 - a fall of 65 per 
cent. 

The force says it is its 
Operation Magnet campaign, 
working alongside local 
councils, British Transport 
Police and BT Openreach, 
which has led to the 
reduction. 

The campaign has seen 
officers paying regular visits 
to scrap metal dealers and 
targeting vehicles seen 
carrying scrap metal. 

Detective Inspector Sharon 
Dence, the force’s lead on 
metal theft, said: “The drop in 
metal theft is excellent news 


but we will not be complacent 
and our commitment to tackle 
theft and ensure dealers take 
their responsibilities seriously 
will not diminish. 

“Metal theft is not a 
victimless crime. For example, 
theft of underground cable 
can potentially have an 
impact on thousands of 
people by knocking out phone 
lines and internet services. 

“We are working with six 
councils to tighten up 
registration and enforcement 
around yards and we are 
sharing information 
regionally and nationally to 
prevent and detect crime and 
recover stolen property.” 

The theft of catalytic 
converters has also been 
targeted in the campaign and 
that too has dropped. 

Officers are encouraging 
residents to report any 
suspicious behaviour in the 
district to them by calling 101. 


A COMMUNITY project 
which explores the history 
of heavy horses and 
legendary horse 
whisperers of East Anglia 
is now ready to launch.

From prehistoric 
times to the present-day 
the Fens have always been 
horse country. 

“As well as investigating 
the myth, magic and 
drama of the ‘golden age’ 
of the Fenland heavy 
horse, the project will 
explore and document 
links to present day 
practices. This free event 
is open to anyone, so take 
the bit between your teeth 
and get involved.” 

The launch event is being 
held from 2pm-5pm. The 
project itself will be 
running for the next two 
years and will include 
workshops across the Ely 
and Fens area.

Tickets on sale for comedy festival 


THE full Cambridge Comedy Festival line-up 
has been announced and tickets are now on 
sale. 

Launched in 2007 and gearing up for its 
seventh year, this summer's jam-packed 
festival will run from July 16-21. 

A 'festival of previews', it's a chance for 
comedians to practice material and gauge 
public reaction before hauling themselves, 
and their stand-up shows, to Edinburgh for 
the Fringe.

Fentastic show 



THE mysterious, soggy Fens are often forgotten by the 
worlds of theatre and film, so Dan Canham, a former 
Hills Road student in Cambridge and artistic director 
of his own production company, Still House, decided to 
put that right. 

Originally from Burwell, Dan is bringing Ours Was 
the Fen Country, a dance-theatre piece that explores 
the murky stories and watery histories of the Fens, to 
Cambridge Junction tonight (Thursday). 

Explaining how the show emerged, Dan says: "For 
the last couple of years I've been going around the 
Fens, mostly on trains and on my bike, interviewing 
people, seeking out rare characters who have ways of 
life that are not so common any more, talking to them 
about their lives, their histories, their relationships to 
the landscape, and about the future and their hopes 
and their fears around that." 

During his investigative travels, Dan stumbled across 
a cast of unique Fenland people with captivating 
tales to tell. " People that the likes of you or I might 
not necessarily come into contact with because they 
keep themselves to themselves and they're relatively 
self-sufficient," says Dan. "I met some really generous, 
warm hearted, friendly people who were happy to 
share their stories." 

There was Peter Carter, the last traditional eel 
catcher who uses homemade willow traps, ("It took 
me a lot of perseverance to get an interview with him, 
but when I did, it was brilliant, he was full of brilliant 
stories and an attitude that you don't often find"), 
92-year-old Nancy Mason who has lived through two 
world wars and has spent almost all her years living 
on the Fen, and a 20-year-old farmer called Phil Smith 
who has worked a 1,000-acre farm since he was 16 
("He's really happy out there and loves farming. He 


speaks absolutely beautifully about his relationship 
with nature and about his life"). 

Taking the audio from those interviews, Dan has 
built a piece of theatre around the Fens and its people, 
layering music, dance and spoken word. "It's a piece of 
dance theatre that uses words, movement, music and 


lights to conjure up some of the atmospheres of the 
Fens, some of the heaviness and also the beauty," he 
says earnestly. "It uses that landscape as a metaphor 
for wider concerns about change, about loss and 
things dying out and our relationship to the natural 
world, to the land, to the soil." 


UK Green 
Film Festival 

SOLAR taxis, melting icecaps and 
a love born out of investigating 
ecosystems under a military 
curfew (don’t worry, it’s not as 
heavy going as it sounds), are 
the topics of the films on show 
as part of the Cambridge Arts 
Picturehouse’s coverage of the 
UK Green Film Festival. 

The cinema is showing three 
'green' films as part of the 
Friends of the Earth-backed 
festival, and has hauled in a 
range of local eco-experts 
to discuss them after the 
screenings. 

Monday will see the UK 
premiere of Solar Taxi, a green 
road movie that charts the 
adventures of Louis Palmer 
who took his crazy homemade 
solar taxi on an 18-month 
globe-trotting ramble, entirely 
dependent on sunlight. 

On Wednesday, witness the 
UK premiere of Peak, which 
explores how climate change 
has meant snowy mountains are 
being technologically fabricated 
for tourists just so we can get 
our fix of sugar-topped peaks. 
The third and final film in the 
series is Valley of Saints on 
Thursday.

THE BIG WEDDING 

certificate 15,1h29m 

BASED on the 2006 French farce 
Mon Frere Se Marie, The Big 
Wedding chronicles the trials and 
tribulations of a fractured family 
on the biggest day in one young 
man's life. 

Justin Zackham's lacklustre English- 
language remake is laden with 
Oscar-winning and Oscar-nominated 
talent with impeccable comedic 
credentials including Diane Keaton, 
Robert De Niro, Katherine Heigl 
and Robin Williams. In fact, it is an 
embarrassment of acting riches. 

But where it matters - plot, 
character development and, hearty 
belly laughs - The Big WeddingiaWs 
to deliver. Perhaps something was 
lost in translation but Zackham's 
script lacks snappy dialogue and 
the aisles are crammed with broad 
stereotypes. 

The rogue's gallery includes a 
Catholic priest who abandons all 
hope for the souls of the bride and 
groom-to-be because they won't 
impose religion on their children 
and a sex-starved twentysomething 
virgin who is saving himself for his 
own wedding night. 

At the centre of all this madness is 
Alejandro Griffin (Ben Barnes), the 
Colombian-born adopted son of Don 
(Robert De Niro) and Ellie (Diane 
Keaton), who is poised to say "I 
do" to his pretty sweetheart, Missy 


O'Connor (Amanda Seyfried). 

As the big day beckons, Alejandro 
has a huge favour to ask his now 
divorced adoptive parents. He 
needs them to pretend that they are 
still married so that his biological 
mother - a devout Catholic called 
Madonna (Patricia Rae) who is flying 
in specially for the wedding - won't 
be offended. 

Don, who now lives with Bebe 
(Susan Sarandon), and Ellie 
reluctantly agree to go along with 
the charade, as do the couple's 
grown-up children Lyla (Katherine 
Heigl) and Jared (Topher Grace), who 
have their own relationship woes. 

Once Madonna arrives at the 
celebrations with her sexually 
voracious daughter Nuria (Ana 


Ayora) in tow, one little white lie 
stacks atop another, right up to 
the point that family priest Father 
Monighan (Robin Williams) asks 
Alejandro and Missy to pledge 
themselves to each other before 
God. Sure enough, the tower of fibs 
eventually topples over 
It's a fair summation of The Big 
Wedding, a frothy and harmless 
confection that squanders the on¬ 
screen talent. Keaton, De Niro and 
Sarandon are powerless to polish the 
dialogue into sparkling gems, while 
Heigl's character embarks on an 
emotional rollercoaster that should 
have us choking back tears by the 
finale. Even Williams is out of sorts 
as the holy man.

Wet feet 

wonders 


THE other week, maverick designer Diarmuid 
Gavin advised gardeners that they would have 
to roll with the weather to ensure their gardens 
survived and thrived the extremes. 

That advice may prove useful to people who 
are looking out on yet another rainy day and 
wondering which plantings will 
withstand consistently soggy 
conditions and come to life in 
very wet soil. 

Look at the positives of 
having a boggy site. Damp 
ground is a valuable wildlife 
habitat and there are plenty of 
plants which will thrive happily 
with wet feet, including bugle 
(Ajuga reptans), Siberian 
iris, lobelia, Arum lily and 
globeflower. 

As for trees, native willows 
and alder are at their happiest in damp conditions 
if you have plenty of space to plant them a safe 
distance from your house. 

Quite a few perennials and shrubs will thrive, 
such as hostas (although be vigilant against 
slugs and snails) and Jerusalem sage (Pulmonaria 
saccharata), an evergreen with white spotted 
foliage and red, pink or white flowers that bloom 
from late winter to late spring, while the foam 


flower (Tiarella cordifolia) is a spreading perennial 
with spikes of creamy white. 

Popular shrubs which will tolerate a lot of water 
include many viburnums, dogwoods and spiraea. 
For those with big bog gardens which are wet 
throughout the winter and damp in summer, go 
for the enormous Gunnera 
manicata, which has dark green 
deciduous leaves spanning up to 
2.5m (8ft) and provides a great 
backdrop for seasonal flowers. 

If you haven't much space, 
it may be better to plump for 
smaller specimens such as 
houttuynia and mimulus. 

Another plant that boasts 
impressive foliage is the 
skunk cabbage (Lysichiton 
americanus), which grows 1m 
(3ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 
But try not to plant it too close to nose level, as its 
big yellow flowers have a striking odour. 

If you are creating a bog garden, bear in mind 
that bog plants look best in bold groups. Combine 
a good clump of foliage with some smaller, more 
colourful choices. 

For those who want more colour, astilbes love 
wet soil and produce delicate plumes in white, 
pink, mauve, red and crimson in summer.

For a splash of green and yellow in spring, 
Euphorbia palustris is the one to go for, although 
beware of the milky sap which can irritate skin. 

Cowslips should also be included in your bog 
garden border. Among the best is the giant 
cowslip (primula florindae), which grows to 
around 1m (3ft) and carries stunning tubular 
pendant yellow scented flowers in summer. 

Another wonderful variety which is easily sown 
from seed is Primula denticulata, which bears 
beautiful flowerballs in lavender, cerise, mauve or 
white. And candelabra primulas are also bursting 
with colour in early summer, in a vast range of 
colours. 

For a tall, elegant perennial, try Ligularia 
przewalskii, which has 2m (6ft) high stems and 
produces spires of yellow flowers in mid to late 


summer. 

If you want your colour scheme to last longer, 
plant some Rodgersia podophylla, which has 
creamy white flowers in the summer and leaves 
which change colour beautifully in the autumn. 

Remember that with plants which love soggy 
conditions, weed carefully as many of them will 
seed around the parents. If primulas do this, they 
have a tendency to produce a lot more colours. 

If you want your wet garden to look natural, 
plant around existing features such as logs or 
mossy tree stumps. And make sure you dig in 
plenty of organic matter to help them along. 

With a little imagination, you can soon reap 
the rewards of consistently wet soil and it should 
help stave off the misery of looking out at the 
rain.

Subaru’s trademark all¬ 
wheel drive system offers 
users genuine all-terrain 
capabilities, plus there’s a 
generous amount of ground 
clearance to help clear obsta¬ 
cles. 

With soft, rounded and apol¬ 
ogetic curves, most soft-road- 
ers have their roots in the 
design and execution of con¬ 
ventional family hatchbacks. 

The Forester, with its chunky, 
bold-looking exterior, is a little 
different. 

Unmistakably a Subaru from 
all angles, the company’s 
designers have managed to 
create a streamlined appear¬ 
ance without losing the car’s 
left-field identity.
